The  UK  over  the  counter  medicines  industry  should  be 
much  relieved  this  week  to  hear  that  medicines  within 
EEC  member  states  are  not  to  be  classified  POM  or 
P  according  to  whether  or  not  they  contain  a  particular 
ingredient,  but  according  to  EC  criteria  which  will  allow 
individual  countries  to  classify  formulations  themselves. 

In  practice  the  criteria  are  likely  to  be  set  at  a  level 
which  will  oblige  certain  countries  to  remove  from  OTC 
availability  any  medicines  more  commonly  regarded  as  a 
POM  in  most  of  the  EEC,  not  least  because  all  member 
states  for  the  first  time  will  have  to  establish  a  list  of 
prescription  ingredients  peculiar  to  their  country. 
Countries  such  as  the  UK,  France  and  Germany,  which 
have  OTC  medicines  industries  noted  for  marketing  safe, 
well-regulated  every-day  remedies,  are  likely  to  find  that 
the  bulk  of  existing  products  are  able  to  satisfy  the  new 
criteria  and  can  remain  on  the  market. 

Those  criteria  should  also  mean  that  within  the  UK  the 
route  by  which  a  trickle  of  POMs  have  become  P  remains 
open  and  ready  to  accept  any  further  transfers  that  may 
follow  the  Minister  of  Health's  recent  call  to  the  Medicines 


Commission  to  "actively"  pursue  the  trend.  The 
pharmaceutical  industry  itself  will  need  no  such  prompt,  and 
the  removal  of  a  possible  EC  obstacle  could  just  be  the  final 
spur  to  action.  Having  achieved  such  a  notable  lobbying 
success  for  the  UK  industry,  the  Proprietary  Association 
of  Great  Britain  must  now  stand  poised  to  help  formulate 
sensible  classification  criteria  before  getting  down  to 
advising  companies  on  the  market  opportunities  that  will 
open  up. 

The  fact  the  Medicines  Control  Agency  joined  the  lobby 
against  the  original  proposals  will  not  have  gone  unnoticed 
by  an  industry  facing  a  possible  increase  in  licence  fees  of  70 
per  cent  for  1990-91 .  Its  stand  could  act  as  a  mild  palliative 
for  companies  who  will  still  need  assurance  that  the 
increase  will  enable  the  agency  to  function  efficiently  on 
their  behalf.  What  companies  need  is  more  expeditious  turn 
around  of  licence  applications,  but  not  at  any  price.  The 
Government  must  apply  to  its  own  departments  those 
criteria  of  cost  effectiveness  it  so  readily  imposes  on 
industry  and  its  servants  in  the  community.  The  Agency  is 
still  very  much  on  trial.

EEC  draws  back 


from 

Over  the  counter  paracetamol  and 
codeine  combinations,  and  some 
antihistamine  and  decongestant 
preparations  have  been  saved 
from  extinction  by  a  change  of 
heart  from  the  European 
Commission. 

In  a  revised  draft  directive  on 
the  classification  of  medicines,  the 
Commission  has  opted  for  the 
establishment  of  criteria  under 
which  member  states  would 
classify  medicines,  rather  than 
seeking  to  establish  prescription 
or  non-prescription  status  for 
ingredients  within  the  EEC. 

The  move  has  been  greeted 
with  relief  by  OTC  manufacturers 
throughout  Europe  and  the 
Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain  is  claiming  some  of  the 
credit  for  the  change  of  heart.  The 
PAGE,  along  with  its  partners  in 
Europe,  fiercely  resisted  the 
earlier  proposals  for  complete 
harmonisation. 

PAGE  executive  director  John 
Wells  told  C&D  he  was  "very 
very  pleased"  with  the 
Commission's  change  of  heart.

Labour 
highlights 
DHA  cash 
shortage 

Three  quarters  of  district  health 
authorities  responding  to  a  Labour 
Party  survey  say  they  will  be  in 
debt  by  the  end  of  the  year  on 
present  levels  of  funding. 

This  gloomy  forecast  comes 
from  a  sample  of  130  DHAs,  92  of 
which  do  not  have  enough  money 
to  maintain  present  levels  of 
service,  according  to  Labour 
health  spokesman  Robin  Cook.

NAPD  Code  a 
'blueprint' 
for  Europe 

The  Code  of  Good  Pharmaceutical 
Wholesale  Distribution  adopted  by 
the  National  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Distributors  six 
months  ago,  is  to  be  used  as  a 
blueprint  for  a  new  Europe-wide 
code. 

The  proposal  comes  in  a 
revised  chraft  directive  from  the 
European  Commission,  one  of 
three  issued  recently  in  the 
pharmaceutical  field.  It  includes  a 
request  from  the  Commission  to 
the  European  wholesaler's  group 
GIRP  to  draw  up  a  code  of  practice 
for  Europe,  and  NAPD  director 
Michael  Watts  says  he  is  delighted 
the  UK  is  in  on  the  ground  floor. 

Mr  Watts  says  the  creation  of 
the  NAPD  Code  and  its  new 
European  spin-off  has  raised  the 
profile  of  the  Association.  "We 
are  also  absolutely  delighted  that 
the  Department  of  Health  is  now 
consulting  people  like  ourselves, 
and  that  we  are  all  speaking  with 
one  voice." 

The  main  thrust  of  the 
directive,  explains  Mr  Watts,  is  to 
bring  all  member  states  up  to  a 
common  standard  so  that 
wholesalers  will  be  able  to  operate 
across  borders.  While  individual 
countries  might  choose  to  adopt 
particular  (possibly  higher) 
standards  internally,  it  will  not  be 
able  to  impose  standards  higher 
than  those  required  by  any 
European  Code  on  others. 

While  Mr  Watts  says  that  it 
will  be  a  long  time  before 
wholesalers  are  operating  across 
Europe,  the  moves  coming  out  of 
the  (Commission  have  led  to  an 
increased  role  for  GIRP.  "It  used 
to  be  a  relatively  low  level 
organisation,  but  all  members 
have  now  decided  to  have 
somebody  in  Brussels  talking 
directly  to  the  Commission. ' '

A  plea  for  co-operation  between 
health  authorities  and  local 
authorities  in  providing 
community  care  came  from  Health 
Secretary  Kenneth  Clarke  on 
Tuesday. 

The  recent  White  Paper, 
"Caring  for  people",  put  local 
authorities  very  much  in  the 
driving  seat  in  assessing  needs 
and  arranging  care,  he  told  a 
conference  in  London  organised 
by  the  National  Association  of 
Health  Authorities. 

Health  authorities  would  be 
expected  to  prepare  plans  setting 
out  their  community  care  policies. 
The  key  aspects,  including 
resource  assumptions,  would 
need  to  be  agreed  with  social 
services.  Similarly  local 
authorities  would  need  to  prepare 
their  plans  in  association  with 
health  authorities.

Opren  legal 
aid  restored 

An  argument  by  the  legal  aid 
authorities  that  the  damages  likely 
to  be  recovered  by  an  alleged 
victim  of  the  banned  arthritis  drug 
Opren  would  be  so  low  as  to  make 
the  granting  of  legal  assistance 
"wholly  uneconomic'  was 
rejected  by  the  High  Court  on 
Wednesday. 

Mr  Justice  Roch  said  the 
economic  question  should  not  be 
the  sole,  or  necessarily  the 
decisive  factor.  The  judge  was 
giving  judgment  in  a  case  brought 
by  Mrs  Rita  McKenna,  54,  of 
Abbotts  Way,  Winsford, 
Cheshire,  one  of  hundreds  of 
claimants  seeking  compensation 
against  the  American  drug  giant 
Eli  Lilly,  for  reconsideration  of  her 
legal  aid  application. 

The  court  ruled  that  her  legal 
aid  had  been  wrongly  cut  off 
because  of  a  "flawed"  decision. 


Script  endorsement  relaxed  as 
epidemic  hits  generic  supplies 


The  flu  epidemic  has  led  to  a 
widespread  shortages  of 
amoxycillin  and  erythromycin 
syrups  and  soluble  paracetamol 
tablets.  In  a  move  to  ensure 
patients  receive  prompt 
treatment  the  Department  of 
Health  has  told  PSNC  that  while 
shortages  persist,  generic  scripts 
for  these  items  may  be  met  with 
branded  alternatives,  and  will  be 
reimbursed  if  endorsed 
accordingly. 

The  Prescription  Pricing 
Authority  say  pharmacists 
meeting  scripts  for  soluble 
paracetamol  tablets  with  Panadol 
Soluble  48s  should  endorse  as 
such.  Pricing  divisions  were 
informed  of  the  decision  on 
Wednesday. 

And  there  have  been  renewed 
calls  to  manufacturers  to  redirect 
vaccine  supply  through 
pharmacists  and  wholesalers 
instead  of  selling  direct  to  doctors. 

Widespread  media  coverage 
has  led  to  a  surge  in  demand  for 
influenza  vaccine  over  the  past 
fortnight.  Pharmacists  have  been 
put  in  a  difficult  position  as 
wholesalers  try  to  meet  the 
sudden  demand  from  dwindling 
stocks.  Unichem  chief  executive 
Peter  Dodd  blames  the  current 
situation  on  the  "avarice  of 
doctors"  who  in  turn  are  blaming 
pharmacists  for  not  having 
adequate  stocks. 

Mr  Gerald  Brooks,  chairman 
of  Sants  Pharmaceuticals, 
described  the  situation  as 
"anarchy".  "Manufacturers have 
got  to  get  their  act  sorted  out, ' '  he 
told  C&D.  "Only  about  a  fifth  of 
flu  vaccine  doses  go  through  full 
line  distributors  with  the  rest 
going  direct  to  CPs,  but  when 
their  supplies  run  out  they  write 
prescriptions  which  pharmacists 
are  unable  to  meet."

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The  situation  had  worsened 
over  the  years  with  wholesalers 
becoming  more  and  more 
reluctant  to  stock  the  vaccine 
because  of  the  difficulty  in 
estimating  demand  and  the 
problems  of  obtaining  credit  for 
unsold  stocks  remaining  at  the  end 
of  a  season,  said  Mr  Brooks. 

"The  manufacturers'  policy 
puts  elderly  and  infirm  patients  at 
risk,"  says  Tony  Garlick, 
manager  of  the  Bradford 
Chemists'  Alliance. 

On  Tuesday  Unichem  said 
they  had  "very  little  stock".  A 
consignment  of  50,000  doses  from 
Duphar  was  down  to  just  12,000  in 
one  day,  said  Ray  Leslie,  medical 
purchasing  manager. 

Peter  Morris,  manager  of 
prescription  products  at  AAH 
Pharmaceuticals,  said  they  had 
1 , 500  doses  in  each  branch  at  the 
beginning  of  the  week.  Overall 
they  had  had  200,000  doses  this 
season  with  only  70,000  in  stock 
as  C&D  went  to  Press. 

A  spokesman  for  Servier  said 
that  1.2  million  doses  of  Fluvirin 
had  all  be  sold  and  their  supplying 
company  Evans  were  considering 
making  further  vaccine,  although 
this  would  take  seven  to  eight 


weeks .  About  50  to  60  per  cent  of 
sales  go  through  CPs,  he  said. 

Merieux  could  not  give  a  figure 
for  the  amount  sold  through  GPs. 
Marketing  manager  Tom  Dick 
told  C&D,  that  all  1.2  million 
doses  of  MFV-ject  allocated  for 
the  UK  had  been  used  up.  The 
company  was  hoping  to  import 
further  supplies  from  Pasteur- 
Merieux  in  France  but  was  waiting 
to  see  if  the  DoH  would  allow 
product  licences  to  be 
"contravened"  as  far  as  labelling 
and  testing  requirements  go. 

Duncan  Lawson,  product 
manager  for  Duphar' s  Influvac, 
said  there  were  about  280,000 
doses  available  last  week  and 
200,000  had  been  pumped  into  the 
wholesalers  and  direct  network.  A 
further  130,000  would  be 
imported  from  Holland  which 
would  be  cleared  before 
Christmas.  They  had  been 
assured  of  cooperation  for  speedy 
clearance  by  the  DoH,  he  said. 

About  30  per  cent  of  Influvac 
goes  through  wholesalers  with 
about  10-15  per  cent  through 
industrial  companies  for  staff 
schemes  and  the  rest  through 
doctors.  Pharmacists  with 
minimum  orders  of  30  doses  could 
be  supplied  directly,  he  said.

MCA  fees  up 
70pc  to  clear 
£3.5m  deficit 

A  rise  in  licence  fees  for  medicinal 
products  by  70  per  cent  from 
February  next  year  is  unlikely  to 
put  the  Medicines  Control  Agency 
in  a  sound  financial  position  during 
1990-91. 

From  February  1990  the  cost 
of  a  major  product  licence  will  go 
up  from  £40,000  to  £68,000.  A 
standard  abridged  licence  will  go 
up  from  £3,000  to  £5,100  (double 
for  a  complex  licence)  and  a 
PL(PI)  will  go  up  from  £1,500  to 
£2,550.  But  the  MCA  warns  that 
the  joint  consultative  group  (which 
includes  ABPI  and  PAGE 
representatives)  will  be 
considering  the  matter  again  in  the 
New  Year. 

The  agency's  operating  loss 
during  1989-90  is  likely  to  be 
between  £3. 5m  to  £4m.  The 
increased  income  needed  next 
year  is  put  at  £6. 6m.  The  MCA 
hopes  to  pay  off  the  1989-90 
operating  loss  over  five  yearS. 

Prior  to  the  setting  up  of  the 
hew  agency  in  April  it  was 
swamped  by  4,000  applications  in 
March  compared  to  the  normal 
840. 

An  additional  13 
pharmacists  have  been  recruited 
and  the  Agency  had  set  itself  a 
target  to  reduce  licensing  times  by 
30  per  cent  by  April  1990.  In  spite 
of  the  deluge  it  still  hopes  to  cut 
the  processing  time  for  new  active 
substances  by  24  per  cent  and 
abridged  applications  by  over  50 
per  cent. 

PAGE  executive  director  John 
Wells  said  the  concern  for  his 
members  was  not  so  much  the 
licence  fee  as  the  processing  time 
for  applications.  A  two  year  wait 
for  an  abridged  licence  was 
unacceptable,  he  said. 

The  increase  in  fees  was  not 
unexpected  but  the  industry  has 
been  disappointed  at  the  time  it  is 
taking  to  introduce  some  basic 
changes  into  the  MCA.

The  Government  is  planning  to 
privatise  hospital  pharmacy, 
according  to  Labour  MP  Mr  Doug 
Hoyle. 

During  the  second  reading 
debate  on  the  Bill  to  reform  the 
NHS,  he  claimed  that  the 
Government  had  signalled  its 
intention  through  the  placing  of  an 
advertisement  in  the  European 
Community's  official  journal. 

Mr  Hoyle,  who  is  joint 
president  of  the  Manufacturing, 
Science  and  Finance  Union 
(MSFU)  said  the  Greater 
Glasgow  Health  Board,  the 
largest  health  authority  in  Britain, 
had  invited  private  companies  to 
tender  for  pharmacy  and 
laboratory  work. 

Mr  Hoyle  feared  that 
privatisation  would  lead  to  double 
standards  and  conflicts  of  interest 
as  drug  companies  used  hospital 
pharmacies  as  a  retail  outlets. 

Mrs  Virginia  Bottomley,  the 
Health  Minister,  who  wound  up 
the  two  day  debate  on  the  Bill, 
dismissed  some  of  the  fears 
expressed  by  Labour  MPs  as 


Around  1,000  pharmacies  are 
expected  to  be  offering 
cholesterol  screening  to  the  public 
by  next  year.

"ludicrous"  but  did  not  refer  to 
Mr  Hoyle 's  speech. 

Two  Conservative  back- 
benchers, Mr  Michael  Morris  and 
Mr  Nicholas  Winterton,  joined 
with  MPs  from  all  Opposition 
parties  in  voting  against  the  Bill, 
which  was  given  a  second  reading 
by  323  to  247. 

Mr  Morris,  who  is  an  advisor 
to  Upjohn  and  Reckitt  &  Colman, 
described  the  proposed  indicative 
drug  budgets  as  "a  real  fudge 
issue " .  " Only  25  per  cent  of  GP 
practices  are  computerised  so  the 
proposal  will  not  work  in  the  time 
scale  that  has  been  set, ' '  he  said. 

Mr  Morris  forecast  that  the 
drugs  bill  would  increase 
whatever  action  was  taken  by  the 
Government.  He  said  there  would 
be  an  extra  4  million  scripts  from 
people  now  aged  between  60  and 
65,  and  another  4  million  scripts 
from  those  over  75.  There  would 
also  be  screening  and  public  health 
programmes  —  "so  the  number 
of  scripts  is  bound  to  increase  and 
the  drugs  bill  will  also  increase, ' ' 
he  said. 


government  will  pay  pharmacists 
for  cholesterol  screening  as  part  of 
their  remuneration,  Mr  Sharpe 
told  C&D.  Nevertheless,  it  is  a 
golden  opportunity  as  far  as  Mr 
Sharpe  is  concerned,  but  he  could 
see  pharmacies  expanding  into 
blood  sugar  testing  and  other 
areas,  perhaps  eventually  offering 
a  full '  'health  MOT' '  to  the  public. 

PSNC's  12  week  pilot  study 
involved  2,171  cholesterol  checks 
—  an  average  of  26  per  week  in 
each  of  the  seven  participating 
pharmacies.  Approximately  60 
per  cent  of  those  screened  were 
male  and  most  were  over  50  years 
old.  Over  60  per  cent  of  people 
tested  had  a  cholesterol  level  over 
5.2mmol/l,  confirming  that  the 
average  blood  cholesterol  levels  of 
the  UK  population  are  too  high.

Guild  warns 
on  Scotland 

The  privatisation  of  hospital 
pharmacy  services  is  well 
advanced  in  some  Scottish 
Regions,  with  some  Health 
Boards  having  .got  as  far  as 
drawing  up  specifications  on  which 
the  tenders  will  be  offered. 

The  Guild  of  Hospital 
Pharmacists  has  asked  all  chief 
administrative  pharmaceutical 
officers  to  inform  them  of  the 
present  position  within  boards, 
after  finding  a  lack  of  awareness 
among  members  of  the  current 
situation. 

Guild  general  secretary  Dr 
David  Bird  told  C&D  that  across 
a  whole  range  of  support  services 
health  boards  especially  Forth 
Valley  and  Grampian  in  Scotland, 
are  further  down  the  privatisation 
path  than  counterparts  in  the  rest 
of  the  UK.  Dr  Bird  says  plans  for 
total  privatisation  look  like  non- 
slarters,  but  procurement, 
distribution  and  manufacturing 
services  are  being  investigated. 

'  'We  are  fighting  the  plans  on 
the  grounds  that  hospital 
pharmacy  has  worked  well,  and 
developed  well,  as  a  whole,"  Dr 
Bird  says. 

CPP  exam 
arrangements 

The  College  of  Pharmacy 
Practice's  new  membership 
examination  is  to  be  introduced  in 
1990.  It  comprises  five 
assessments  which  may  be  taken 
in  any  order. 

Assessments  A  and  B  will  be 
held  for  the  first  time  on  March  8, 
1990  at  the  Royal  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  London  headquarters; 
assessments  D  and  E  will  be  held 
in  Autumn  1990  and  the  first 
opportunity  to  sit  assessment  C 
will  be  in  Spring  1991. 

The  closing  date  for 
registration  for  assessments  A 
and  B  is  January  31, 1990.  There 
is  an  initial  registration  fee  of  £60 
which  may  be  paid  in  instalments 
by  standing  order,  and  an 
additional  £10  fee  for  each 
individual  assessment.

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Pharmacist 
stole  £25,500 

A  Lancaster  pharmacist  with  '  'no 
financial  problems"  stole  £25,500 
from  a  pharmacy  where  he  was 
acting  as  a  locum,  Bolton  (Lanes) 
Crown  Court  was  told  recently. 

John  Robert  Haythomthwaite, 
of  Felstead,  Haverbreaks  Road, 
Lancaster,  pleaded  guilty  to 
stealing  £25,500  from  the 
Kearsley,  Lanes,  branch  of 
Leonard  Gordon  (Chemist)  Ltd  of 
Manchester. 

His  counsel,  Keith  Thomas, 
said  Mr  Haythomthwaite  was 
seriously  depressed  at  the  time  of 
the  offence,  but  had  no  financial 
problems  and  at  that  time,  had  just 
inherited  £50 , 000  from  an  uncle '  s 
will. 

He  said  Mr  Haythomthwaite 
had  started  to  act  irrationally 
earlier  this  year  after  selling  a 
dispensing  chemist  business  in 
Lancaster  which  he  had  owned  for 
29  years.  He  said  Mr 
Haythomthwaite  had  to  sell 
because  he  could  not  adapt  to 
modem  trading  methods. 

Peter  Cadwallader, 
prosecuting,  said  that  while 
working  as  a  locum  for  Mr 
Gordon,  Mr  Haythomthwaite 
took  a  pre-signed  cheque  Mr 
Gordon  had  left  to  pay  for 
deliveries  and  made  it  out  for 
£25,500  to  "J.P.  Foster". 

Mr  Haythomthwaite  paid  the 
cheque  into  an  account  he  had 
opened  in  that  name  at  a 
Manchester  Building  Society 
office.  He  said  Mr 
Haythomthwaite  was 
photographed  on  a  security 
camera  when  he  tried  to  withdraw 
£200  from  the  building  society 
account.  The  money  had  been 
recovered  but  it  had  cost  Mr 
Gordon  £4,000  in  legal  fees.  Mr 
Cadwallader  said  Dr  Sally  Ann 
Pitt,  consultant  psychiatrist  to 
Lancaster  Moor  Hospital,  said  Mr 
Haythomthwaite  had  suffered  a 
long  and  sustained  illness. 
"Recovery  will  not  come 
quickly,"  she  said. 

Placing  Mr  Haythomthwaite 
on  probation  for  two  years.  Judge 
Robert  Brown  told  him  "I  am 
satisfied  that  you  were  in  the  grip 
of  a  depressive  mental  state  at  the 
time  of  this  offence. ' '  He  made  it 
a  condition  of  probation  that  Mr 
Haythomthwaite  should  continue 
his  treatment  and  ordered  him  to 
pay  £260  in  court  costs.

Catching 
a  cold? 

Last  year  I  destroyed  £30 
worth  of  out  of  date  flu 
vaccines.  This  year,  up  to 
this  week  that  is,  I  had 
dispensed  only  seven. 
Then,  with  media  panic,  the 
flu  epidemic  arrived. 
Immediately  the  whole 
town  is  either  dying  of  the 
dreaded  bug,  or  is  frantically 
searching  for  vaccine  on 
FPIO  to  stave  off  its 
calamitous  effects.  My 
remaining  stocks 
disappeared  in  five  minutes,  but  with  no 
further  supplies  available,  whose  fault  is  it? 
The  doctors  for  under-ordering  their 
direct  supplies?  The  manufacturers  for 
failing  to  generate  an  early  demand  for 
vaccine,  and  then  running  out  when  they 
find  it  is  actually  needed?  Or  me,  because 
I  am  unable  to  supply  on  the  FPIO  now 
issued  by  the  local  surgery  without  any 
satisfactory  explanation  to  the  patient? 

No  prizes  for  the  answer.  As  usual,  I 
will  carry  the  can!  The  responsibility  for 
this  ludicrous  situation  lies  firmly  with  a 
medical  profession  who,  encouraged  by 
the  industry,  uses  the  supply  of  flu  vaccine 
in  lieu  of  an  annual  Christmas  bonus.  It  is 
now  time  for  PSNC  either  to  take  up  the 
challenge  and  insist  that  vaccines  are 
supplied  only  on  FPIO,  or  let  us  wash  our 
hands  of  the  whole  sordid  affair. 

Dental  pain 

I  am  happy  to  debate  the  question  of 
changing  the  law  to  allow  the  sale  of  "P" 
medicines  from  dental  surgeries,  but  I 
found  Mr  Freedman's  attack  on  the 
professional  standards  of  pharmacy 
premises  (Letters  last  week) 
regrettable,  because  I  did  not  criticise  this 
aspect  of  dental  practice.  He  has 
insensitively  reacted  to  a  situation  of  his 
company's  own  making.  The  counter 
display  I  saw  was  designed  to  sell  and  was 
positioned  to  do  so  in  the  reception  area. 
Pharmacy  has  to  balance  the  role  of 
shopkeeper  and  health  professional.  The 
dentist  has  no  such  need.

The  season  of  goodwill  is 
here  once  again.  But  along 
with  the  merrymaking, 
there  is  still  the  hard  reality 
of  Christmas  trading,  when 
I  anticipate  almost  doubling 
a  normal  month's  counter 
takings. 

I  can  remember  the 
time,  not  so  many  years 
ago,  when  we  used  to  stack 
the  coffrets  to  the  ceiling 
with  all  those  old  familiar 
names  —  Goya,  Rubinstein,  Arden, 
Yardley,  Lentheric,  Coty,  etc,  etc.  Some 
have  disappeared,  others  changed  out  of 
all  recognition.  The  perfume  market  is 
now  a  full-blown  fashion  industry  with  the 
make-a-fast-buck,  here-today-gone- 
tomorrow  philosophy  to  marketing.

I  have  been  amazed  at  their  sales  and  have 
resolved  to  dabble  further  next  year.

I  note  that  doctors  are  to  be  reimbursed 
the  cost  of  setting  up  and  maintaining 
computer  systems.  Hear,  Hear!  The 
quicker  they  are  installed  the  better.  But 
now  the  cost-plus  contract  has  been 
abolished,  we  should  be  directly 
reimbursed  as  well  for  the  second 
generation  computers  necessary  for 
patient  medication  records.

In  the  UK  the  1980s  will  be  remembered  as  Thatcher's  years,  although 
there  are  signs  that  the  Iron  Lady  is  getting  metal  fatigua  The  pharmacy 
profession,  from  a  rather  weak  start,  has  endured  the  Nuffield  Inquiry  and 

f^r  emerged  with  a  stronger  identity  and  clearer  sense  of  purposa  But  for  some  the 
— old  times  will  always  be  best.  C&D  shakes  the  dust  off  some  back  issues  and  goes 
back  to  1980,  the  beginning  of  the  decada.. 


"Some  legacy!"  (C&D  January  5) 


January:  some  things  never 
change.  The  year  kicked  off 
with  confrontation  between 
the  ever-reliable  PSNC  and  the 
old  enemy,  the  Department  of 
Health.  The  beginning  of  the 
month  saw  the  major  sticking 
point  being  the  Department's 
wish  to  impose  an  interim  discount 
scale  (up  to  a  mere  5.4  per  cent 
from  1 . 5)  pending  an  inquiry  later 
in  the  year.  By  the  end  of  January 
the  political  ping  pong  had 
escalated  to  fisticuffs  with  PSNC 
calling  for  direct  action  —  a  one 
day  withdrawal  of  pharmaceutical 
services  —  in  support  of  demands 
for  a  review  body  on  NHS  terms 
and  conditions  of  service  (this  has 
a  familiar  ring  10  years  on. . .) . 


Pharmacy's  man  of  the  year?  PSNC 
chairman  and  PSGB  president  David 
Sharpe 

Meanwhile  C&D  informed 
readers.  ' 'The  closure  rate  is  still 
falling. . . "  As  the  fall  in  pharmacy 
numbers  during  the  '70s 
bottomed  out,  10,656  shops  were 
in  business  at  the  beginning  of 
1980.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
(a  mere  commoner)  was  laying 
down  the  law  regarding  new 
supervision  rules .  January  31  was 
the  last  day  of  the  transitional 
period  under  PtHI  of  the 
Medicines  Act.  The  introduction 
of  the  new  "P"  category  on 
February  1  meant  all  medicines 
except  GSLs  must  be  sold  under 
the  supervision  of  a  pharmacist. 
And  the  Society  announced  it  was 
shortly  to  publish  new  guidelines 


on  advertising.  Pharmacists  were 
to  be  allowed  to  advertise  the  sale 
or  supply  of  "wheelchairs  and 
other  aids" .  Radical  stuff! 

While  the  World  Health 
Organisation  was  announcing  that 
smallpox  vaccination  was  no 
longer  needed  for  foreign  travel, 
the  IBA  was  allowing  a  six  month 
extension  to  an  inconclusive  trial 
for  sanpro  advertising  on  the  box. 

Nielsen  informed  the  nation 
that  "pharmacy  was  at  a  cross 
roads" ,  a  phrase  that  was  to  haunt 
the  profession  for  the  next  six 
years.  NHS  receipts  were 
providing  62  per  cent  of  turnover. 
Dixons  announced  they  were 
pulling  out  of  pharmacy  with  the 
sale  of  their  remaining  Westons 
units,  and  Unichem's  turnover 
rocketed  past  £100m  to  the 
delight  of  Peter  Dodd. 

February  saw  LPCs  approving 
the  proposal  for  sanctions 
against  the  DHSS,  but  unable 
to  make  up  their  mind  what  form 
they  should  take.  Vestric  launched 
a  two  way  data  capture  unit, 
complete  with  light  pen  and  an 
acoustic  coupler  (remember 
them?)  for  auto  transmission  of 
orders. 

An  Essex  GP  caused  a  stir  by 
claiming  he  had  saved  the  NHS 
£270  during  January  by 
prescribing  12  popular  drugs 
generically.  Unichem  announced 
they  were  reviewing  the  terms  of 
their  profit  sharing  scheme  to 
bring  greater  benefit  to  the 
smaller  chemist,  while  Macarthy 
saw  half  year  profits  fall  to  £1 .61m 
and  margins  drop  from  3.3  to  2.3 
per  cent. 


Unichem's  Peter  Dodd,  already  the  bete

March  saw  Patrick  Jenkin,  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Social 
Services,  announc- 
ing the  Government' s  intention  to 
set  up  independent  machinery  to 
regulate  dispensing  in  rural  areas. 
This  was  the  main 
recommendation  of  a  committee 
chaired  by  a  chap  called  Clothier. 

Numark  called  for  the  setting 
up  of  a  pharmacy  interface 
computer  product  code,  possibly 
based  on  the  C&D  Price  List.  It 
would,  they  said,  allow  chemists 
to  maintain  flexibility  across  a 
number  of  sources  of  supply.  A 
splendidly  farsighted  idea...  The 
news  that  Cow  &  Gate  were  test 
marketing  babymilks  and  meals 
through  an  undisclosed  grocery 
multiple  was  not  well  received, 
but  it  was  a  sign  of  the  times. 
Alarm  bells  were  already 
beginning  to  ring  over  excessive 
use  of  tranquillisers.  A  warning  to 
GPs  about  benzodiazepines  was 
included  in  new  guidelines  from 
the  Committee  on  Safety  of 
Medicines. 

PSNC's  battle  with  the 
Department  was  now  being 
conducted  behind  closed  doors, 
but  more  far  reaching  events  were 
being  set  in  progress.  The 
Committee  published  proposals 
for  a  new  NHS  contract  for 
pharmacists...  It  was  finally  to 
come  into  effect  seven  years  later! 

April  saw  a  hike  in  the 
prescription  charge  to  £1. 
The  move  was  condemned 
by  Opposition  leader  James 
Callaghan,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  PSNC,  the  NPA  etal 
as  an  increased  tax  on  sickness  . . . 
as  it  is  every  year. 

Wholesalers  were  not  having 
an  easy  time  with  the  breakdown 
of  RPM  taking  a  steady  toll.  Only 
three  major  outfits  were  expected 
to  survive,  predicted  the  Daily 
Express.  Macarthy  were  said  to 
have  the  brightest  future. 
Unichem  were  unlikely  to  lose 
ground,  but  Vestric  were  losing 
out  through  being  late  into  cost 
cutting.  Low  odds  were  given  on 
Barclays  and  Sangers  pulling 
through. 

The  BPSA  conference 
endorsed  a  motion  calling  for 
compulsory  further  education,  and 
Superdrug  opened  their  100th 


store.  Robinsons  introduced 
Paddi  Cosifits,  "the  disposable 
that  achieves  parity  with  terry 
nappies". 

Back  in  '  'the  other  place"  that 
scourge  of  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  Jack  Ashley  tabled  a 
series  of  questions  on  Debendox, 
and  a  group  of  patients  who 
believed  their  children  had  been 
damaged  when  the  drug  was 
taken  during  pregnancy  formed  an 
action  committee  with  the 
intention  of  suing  Richardson 
Merrell. 

May,  like  March,  had  its 
moments.  C&D's  ener- 
getic young  editor  Ron 
Salmon  was  having  to  cope  with 
industrial  action  by  the  print 
unions.  Dista  launched  a  powerful 
new  anti-inflammatory  called 
Opren.  A  London  clinic  was 
beginning  a  trial  to  study  the 
efficacy  of  post-coital  hormonal 
contraception. 

Under  mounting  pressure 
Health  Minister  Gerard  Vaughan 
confirmed  pharmacists  would  get 
an  independent  agency  for 
reviewing  remuneration.  David 
Sharpe  was  unanimously  re- 
elected chairman  of  PSNC,  again. 

May's  top  story  (and  possibly 
the  whole  12  months)  must  belong 
to  pharmacy  wholesalers,  with  the 
announcement  that  they  intended 
to  introduce  a  system  of  notional 
trade  prices  for  ethicals  in 
retaliation  to  cuts  in  wholesale 
margins.  Under  this  imaginative 
scheme  wholesalers  would  uplift 
manufacturers'  trade  prices  to 
bring  them  their  traditional  15  per 
cent  margin,  and  use  this  notional 
figure  as  the  starting  point  for 
their  own  discount  structures. 
C&D  described  the  move  as 
"bizarre".  NPA  and  PSNC 
looked  on  in  alarm.  This  story  was 
to  run  and  run... 

On  the  Society  front  treasurer 
John  Bloomfield  warned  there  was 
no  possibility  of  holding  the 
retention  fee  down  for  the  fourth 
year  in  succession.  At  the  Branch 
Representatives  Meeting, 
Council  was  urged  to  press  for  a 
greater  range  of  medicines  for 
counter  prescribing.  Some 
diehards  didn't  like  the  idea.  Miall 
James  (Essex)  declared  he  had 
"no  intention  of  becoming  a 
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barefoot  doctor  in  Canvey 
Island",  and  Dengar  Evans  (a 
Welsh  orator  par  excellence) 
warned  that  pharmacists  "could 
be  on  the  road  to  dangerous 
quackery". 

June  saw  C&D's  publishers, 
Benn  Publications,  celebrating 
their  centenary.  An 
anniversary  piece  in  C&D 
observed  that  subscribers 
opening  the  June  1880  edition  (it 
was  published  monthly  then  with 
the  subscription  at  10/-  a  year) 
were  greeted  with  the  news  that: 
"The  annual  general  meeting  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
brought  forward  nothing  of  special 
interest". 


Miall  James  (Essex)  in  full  flow . . . 

Two  stories  which  were  to 
become  big  issues  got  their  first 
airing.  The  controversy  over  the 
use  of  CFCs  in  aerosols  was  joined 
by  Which?.  The  consumer's  bible 
announced:  "It  seems 
increasingly  likely  that  certain 
aerosols  may  be  damaging  to  man 
and  his  crops".  And  Tenterden, 
shortly  to  become  a  rural 
dispensing  cause  celebre,  hit  the 
headlines.  With  the  local  GPs 
pushing  for  a  larger  slice  of  the 
dispensing  cake,  despite  a  '  'rural 
standstill' ' ,  a  publicity  campaign  to 
dissuade  patients  from  changing 
their  allegiance  was  announced. 

Peace  was  declared  between 
PSNC  and  the  Department,  with 
PSNC  ahead  on  points.  Imposition 
of  an  interim  discount  scale  was 
put  off  and  the  Government 
formally  agreed  to  establish  a 
review  panel  to  settle  disputes. 
The  retention  fee  was  fixed  at  £56 
for  1981. 

July  arrived  with  C&D  sporting 
a  new  look  (pretty  smart  it 
was,  too).  Miss  Carol  Scott, 
MPS,  was  chosen  as  Miss  British 
Airways  1980,  and  Mike  Orchel 
distinguished  himself  as  the  only 
pharmacist  competing  in  the 
Medical  Olympics  at  Cannes  by 
winning  the  shot  putt. 

The  department  of  pharmacy 
at  Aston  scooped  the  largest  grant 
ever  awarded  to  a  UK  school  of 
pharmacy,  a  whopping  £1.25m 
from  the  Cancer  Research 


Campaign.  PSNC's  leaflet 
campaign  in  Tenterden  was 
generating  a  positive  response, 
but  the  public  were  less  amenable 
to  hearing  about  sanpro  in  TV 
adverts:  900  complaints  had  been 
received  in  six  months. 

Wh'le  the  ABPI  annual  report 
trumpeted  the  fact  that  the  yearly 
output  of  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  had  topped  £2, 000m, 
DHSS  chief  pharmacist  Brian 
Wills  was  warning  that  neglect  of 
industrial  pharmacy  by  the 
profession  would  allow  others  to 
seize  the  opportunities  the 
industry  offered. 

Unfortunately  the  writing  of 
prescriptions  left  a  lot  to  be 
desired.  A  survey  of  261  GPs 
showed  25  per  cent  of  their  forms 
carried  inadequate  directions, 
while  56  per  cent  of  those  written 
by  receptionists  failed  to  pass 
muster. 

August  and  early  September  is 
traditionally  referred  to  as 
the  silly  season.  The  big  fish 
disappear  to  exotic  holiday 
locations,  resurfacing  in  time  for 
the  conference  cocktail  season  at 
the  FIP  and  BP  conferences.  So  it 
was  unusual  to  see  the  Society's 
Council  agonising  over  whether  to 
put  the  retention  fee  up  in  1982  to 
fund  proposed  improvements  to 
pharmacy's  public  relations 
machinery.  The  cost,  put  at 
£50,000,  was  proving  to  be  an 
obstacle. 

The  BMA  expressed  concern 
over  proposals  that  pharmacists 
should  expand  their  activity  to 
cover  blood  pressure  monitoring, 
home  visits  and  diagnostic  testing. 
The  PSNC  announced  it  was 
moving  out  of  town  to  Aylesbury, 
and  Unichem  went  into  the  travel 
business.  With  remarkable 
aplomb  Unichem  chairman 
Norman  Sampson  described  the 
acquisition  as  '  'totally  logical  and 
rational". 

September  saw  the  BPC  in 
Newcastle.  Society  president 
David  Sharpe  announ- 
ced a  draft  directive  providing  for 
free  movement  of  pharmacists  will 
be  published  before  the  end  of  the 
year.  Leslie  Roberts,  from  Luton, 
wins  the  d&D  medal  for  a  survey 
on  inadequately  written 
prescriptions.  It  is  noted  that 
attendance  at  conference  had 
dropped  below  1,000  and  that 
fewer  delegates  are  treating  it  as 
their  annual  holiday.  A  Dr  D. 
Bellamy  addressed  the  banquet. 

And  at  Boots,  Bernard 
Silverman  gave  way  to  Tony  Fox 
as  pharmacy  superintendent. 

October  saw  the  war  of  words 
over  notional  pricing  continue 
unabated.  Mr  Alan 
Ritchie,  chairman  of  Macarthys, 
attacked  the  pharmaceutical  Press 
for  hostile  reporting  and 
'  'highlighting  wholesalers'  every 
move,  when  once  upon  a  time  it 


had  been  possible  to  conduct 
business  in  decent  obscurity". 
PSNC  asks  the  DHSS  to  use  its 
statutory  powers  to  stop 
discounting. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
gives  the  go-ahead  for  the  setting 
up  of  a  college  of  practice.  The 
board  of  management  is  given 
leave  to  decide  sources  to  be 
approached  for  financial  support 
additional  to  Council's  annual 
grant.  The  Society  also  announces 
plans  to  survey  600  pharmacies 
about  their  role  in  family  planning 
advice.  The  feasibility  of 
pharmacies  displaying  FPA 
leaflets  is  to  be  studied.  Here 
beginneth  the  Pharmacy 
Healthcare  Scheme. . . 

Unichem  announce  a  two 
week  international  convention  for 
pharmacists  on  a  luxury  cruise 
liner  in  the  Caribbean.  C&D's 
cartoon  showed  other  wholesaler 
representatives  on  the  quayside 
with  the  caption  "I  suppose 
there's  no  chance  of  them  visiting 
the  Bermuda  triangle".  It's  nice 
to  have  friends... 

November  begins  on  a  solemn 
note.  PC  Frank  O'Neill, 
seriously  injured  after 
answering  a  call  to  Boots  branch  in 
Lower  Marsh,  South  London, 
dies.  The  Society  sets  up  a  fund, 
which  eventually  brings  in  over 
£17,000  to  help  has  widow  and  four 
children. 

The  ABPI  relocates  from 
Regent  Street  to  12  Whitehall.  Its 
propaganda  wing,  the  Office  of 
Health  Economics,  moved  too, 
and  for  a  while  Fleet  Street 
thought  it  had  discovered  a 
previously  unknown  government 
department. 

The  management  union 
ASTMS  announced  it  was 
bringing  all  its  resources  and 
influence  to  bear  on  retail 
pharmacy's  problems  by  setting 
up  a  new  organisation  —  the  Retail 
Pharmacy  Guild.  Among  its  aims 
were  to  "advance  contractors 
interests  in  all  matters  NHS  by 
speeding  up  and  improving 
existing  processes  using  ASTMS 
expertise,  experience  and  political 
influence. . . ' '  What  went  wrong, 
lads? 

A  formal  complaint  about 
dispensing  doctor  activities  in 
Tenterden  was  lodged  by  the 
affected  pharmacies  with  the 
General  Medical  Council.  Health 
Under  Secretary  George  Younger 
announces  all  GPs  are  to  receive 
a  new  style  BNF  in  1981  at  an

estimated  cost  of  £304,000.  PSNI 
president  Margaret  Watson 
officially  opens  the  new  pharmacy 
building  at  the  Queen's  University 
of  Belfast. 

A  Glastonbury  pharmacist, 
Andrew  Bond,  and  his  family 
exchanged  businesses  and  homes 
for  five  months  with  New 
Zealander  Barry  Nicholson.  Mr  B. 
said  he  was  loving  it  and  might  not 
be  coming  back... 

December  was  ushered  in  by 
an  unusual  announcement  by 
NPA  director  Tim  Astill. 
Househusband  Tim  manfully 
announced  he  would  get  on  with 
the  domestic  chores  and  the  job  of 
looking  after  the  children  while  his 
wife  Ingrid  conducted  the  St 
Albans  Operatic  Society's 
production  of  lolanthe .  In  a  further 
blow  for  male  mancipation  Mr 
Chris  Johnson,  the  only  man  to 
enter,  snatched  the  C&D 
assistant  of  the  year  title  in  hot 
competition. 

The  Society  announced  its 
voluntary  scheme  to  use  CRCs 
would  be  extended  to  cover  all 
solid  dose  forms  from  March 
1982.  A  survey  among  GPs 
showed  they  rated  pharmacists 
aiid  hospital  drug  information  units 
as  15th  and  17th  respectively  as 
their  most  important  source  of 
drug  information.  Mims  came  top 
of  the  list.  What  more  can  be  said? 
Minoxidil  was  launched,  said  to  be 
more  potent  than  existing  oral 
arterial  vasodilators,  and  indicated 
for  severe  hypertension.  A 
common  side  effect  was 
hypertrichosis... 

Such  was  1980.  No  better  and 
no  worse  than  1989,  we  would 
venture  to  suggest. 
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ADVANCES  IN  THERAPY 


1989's  bumper  crop 
of  new  drugs 

This  year  was  a  ''vintage"  one  for  new  drugs,  with  significant  developments 

in  most  therapeutic  categories  but  particularly  in  the  treatment  of 
cardiovascular,  gastrointestinal  and  neurological  diseasa  Approximately  30 
new  drugs  were  introduced  and  at  least  half  were  novel  chemicals.  Drug 
information  specialist  Steve  Chaplin  reviews  the  year's  main  developments 
and  looks  at  what  is  to  come  for  the  1990s. 


Central  nervous  system 

Zopiclone  (Zimovane),  the  first  of  the 
cycopyrrolones,  was  the  first  non- 
benzodiazepine  hypnotic  to  be  licensed  for 
many  years.  It  appears  to  have  less  marked 
effects  on  normal  sleep  patterns  and,  with  a 
half-life  of  five  hours,  hangover  effects  are 
significant  only  at  higher  doses.  Fluoxetine 
(Prozac)  is,  like  fluvoxamine,  an 
antidepressant  which  acts  by  selective 
inhibition  of  5-HT  re-uptake.  Drowsiness  is 
less  common  than  with  the  tricyclics  but 
weight  loss  and  nausea  are  relatively  frequent. 
Another  antidepressant  launched  this  year  is 
not  so  new:  amoxapine  (Asendis)  is  a  tricylic 
agent  which  has  been  available  in  the  USA  for 
several  years. 

Epilepsy  is  a  common  neurological 
disorder  which  is  still  treated  with  drugs  first 
marketed  many  years  ago.  Until  the  launch  of 
vigabatrin  (Sabril) ,  the  newest  anticonvulsant 
was  sodium  valproate,  marketed  in  1974. 
Vigabatrin  is  an  irreversible  inhibitor  of  the 
enzyme  responsible  for  the  breakdown  of  the 
neurotransmitter  GABA  and  is  licensed  for 
epilepsy  refractory  to  other  drugs. 

Cardiovascular  system 

Simvastatin  (Zocor)  is  the  first  HMGCoA 
reductase  inhibitor  to  be  marketed  in  the  UK. 
It  is  .  currently  licensed  for 
hypercholesterolaemia  above  7.8mmol/L 
when  other  treatment  has  failed;  a  year's 
treatment  costs  £240-£800.  Increased 
awareness  of  the  adverse  metabolic  changes 
associated  with  other  antihypertensive  agents 
may  renew  interest  in  the  alpha  blockers.  The 
importance  of  a  favourable  lipid  profile  has 
been  emphasised  with  the  introduction  of 
doxazosin  (Cardura). 

Cardiac  arrhythmias  account  for  between 
50,000  and  100,000  sudden  deaths  annually. 
The  latest  antiarrhythmic,  propafenone 
(Arythmol),  is  unique  in  also  possessing  some 
beta-blocking  activity.  One  disease  which 
predisposes  to  arrhythmias  is  severe 
congestive  heart  failure.  Selective  inhibitors 
of  phosphodiesterase  such  as  enoximone 
(Perfan)  and  milrinone,  to  be  introduced  next 
year,  improve  cardiac  output  through  a 
combination  of  positive  inotropic  and 
vasodilator  activities.  Cardiac  arrhythmias  are 
also  a  cause  of  death  following  myocardial 
infarction.  The  thrombolytic  anistreplase 
(Eminase)  is  now  being  compared  in  clinical 
trials  with  alteplase  and  streptokinase. 


Gastrointestinal  system 

The  first  real  challenge  to  the  supremacy  of 
the  H,  antagonists  has  emerged  with  the 
proton  pump  inhibitor  omeprazole  (Losec), 
although  it  is  presently  licensed  only  for  peptic 
ulcer  refractory  to  other  treatment,  reflux 
oesophagitis  and  Zollinger-Ellison  syndrome. 
An  alternative  treatment  for  reflux 
oesophagitis  is  to  correct  the  underlying 
disorder  of  gastric  motility  with  a  gastrokinetic 
agent  such  as  cisapride  (Prepulsid) . 

Olsalazine  (Dipentum)  marks  the 
beginning  of  the  end  for  sulphasalazine . 
Sulphapyridine,  the  carrier  molecule  for 
5-aminosalicylate  (5- ASA) ,  is  therapeutically 
inert  but  accounts  for  many  adverse  effects. 
It  has  been  replaced  by  a  second  5-ASA 
molecule,  joined  by  an  azo  bond  which  is 
cleaved  in  the  colon  to  release  the  active 
agent. 

Other  therapeutic  areas 

The  market  for  non-steroidal  anti- 
inflammatory drugs  (NSAIDs)  has  remained 
stagnant  but  topical  formulations  —  most 
recently  of  ibuprofen  (Proflex  cream)  and 
piroxicam  (Feldene  gel)  —  are  now  proving 
popular  for  treating  minor  injuries  and  arthritis 
affecting  only  single  joints.  Itraconazole 
(Sporanox)  is  a  new  orally  active  antifungal 
agent  which,  like  fluconazole,  is  effective  after 
only  a  single  dose  or  a  short  course  of 
treatment.  The  development  of  the  quinoione 
antibiotics  continues  with  the  advent  of 
enoxacin  (Comprecin) ,  although  its  indications 
are  restricted  by  comparison  with  those  of 
ciprofloxacin.  Non-sedating  antihistamines  are 
beginning  to  replace  the  older  types  such  as 
chlorpheniramine.  Loratidine  (Clarityn)  is  a 
novel  chemical  rather  than,  like  cetirizine  and 
acrivastine,  a  metabolite  of  an  established 
drug.  The  prognosis  for  growth  hormone 
deficiency  has  improved  with  the  introduction 
of  biosynthetic  human  growth  hormone, 
somatropin  (Genotropin,  Humatrope  and 
Saizen) .  Co-danthramer,  withdrawn  from  the 
market  after  concern  about  carcinogenicity  in 
animal  tests,  was  re-introduced  with  a 
restricted  range  of  indications. 

The  future  will  see  the  development  of  an 
important  new  group  of  drugs  which  interact 
with  5-HT  receptors.  Glaxo,  Sandoz,  ICI  and 
Beecham  are  each  active  in  this  area. 
Ondansetron,  a  5-HT  3  antagonist  which  is 
likely  to  be  marketed  early  in  1990,  may  be 
more  effective  than  existing  anti-emetics  for 


nausea  and  vomitmg  induced  by 
chemotherapy.  5-HT^  agonists  and  5-HT ^ 
and  5-HT  3  antagonists  are  also  being 
evaluated  for  the  treatment  of  migraine. 

The  discovery  that  early  treatment  with 
zidovudine  slowed  progression  of  AIDS 
prompted  calls  to  make  the  drug  more  widely 
available  but  the  question  of  viral  resistance 
remains  unanswered.  New  drugs  are  needed 
and  the  nucleotides  dideoxycytidine  and 
dideoxyinosine  are  now  in  clinical  trials  in  the 
USA.  An  AIDS  vaccine  is  now  feasible  but  still 
many  years  away  from  therapeutic  use. 

Building  on  the  success  of  cyclosporin  in 
facilitating  transplantation,  more 
immunosuppressants  are  under  investigation. 
The  best  known  is  probably  SK506,  the 
Japanese  product  which  was  recently 
unsuccessful  in  preventing  rejection  of  a 
transplanted  liver.  This  compound,  a 
macrolide  derived  from  Streptomyces 
tsukubaensis ,  is  said  to  be  more  potent  than 
cyclosporin;  it  is  now  at  the  clinical  trial  stage 
in  Japan. 

Other  products  in  the  pipeline  include  the 
HMGCoA  inhibitors  pravastatin  and 
eptastatin.  Research  is  now  underway  into 
inhibitors  of  acyl  coenzyme  A  cholesterol 
acyltransferase  (ACAT),  an  enzyme  which 
promotes  cholesterol  absorption.  Aldose 
reductase  inhibitors  such  as  sorbinil  offer  hope 
of  arresting  peripheral  nerve  degeneration  in 
diabetic  neuropathy.  Another  anticonvulsant, 
lamotrigine,  will  soon  be  available  and  a  new 
beta-agonist,  salmeterol,  is  expected  next 
year.  Genetically  engineered  hormones,  such 
as  erythropoietin  and  granulocyta  colony 
stimulating  factor,  offer  the  prospect  of 
success  against  diseases  which  were 
previously  untreatable  —  provided  the  NHS 
can  afford  it. 

The  25th  anniversary  of  the  Committee  on 
Safety  of  Medicines'  (CSM)  yellow  card 
scheme  this  year  was  marked  by  uncertainty 
about  the  need  to  act  on  several  findings. 
Concern  mounted  that  diabetics  might  be 
unaware  of  hypoglycaemia  during  the  use  of 
human  insulins  but  the  evidence  for  and 
against  this  problem  remains  unresolved. 
Another  study  found  a  link  between  breast 
cancer  and  oral  contraceptives,  this  time  in 
younger  women.  There  is,  the  CSM 
concluded,  still  no  need  to  change  prescribing 
practice.  Thiazide  diuretics  and  beta-blockers 
have  been  implicated  in  the  development  of 
diabetes  in  hypertensive  patients  although  the 
implications  for  treatment  are  unclear. 
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□

2  The  pharmacist  would  be 
entitled  to  a  graduated 
professional  fee,  a  special  formula 
fee  and  an  additional  quantity  fee 
(because  the  preparation  is  to  be 
dispensed  in  two  containers).

3  The  prescription  does  not  have 
to  be  endorsed  extemporaneously 
dispensed  because  the 
preparation  is  on  Part  VIII  of  the 
Drug  Tariff  as  category  E  and 
therefore  the  additional  fee  is 
applied  automatically  by  the  PPA. 

4  Yes  —  the  pharmacist  could 
make  a  'broken  bulk'  claim  for  the 
ingredient  by  endorsing  the  claim 
on  the  prescription.  Concentrated 
peppermint  emulsion  is  a  category 
B  Part  VIII  generic  and  therefore 
broken  bulk  can  be  claimed  if 
necessary.

More  pharmacists  needed 
on  limited  list  committee 


The  Royal  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council  agreed  at  this 
month's  meeting  to  push  for  a 
stronger  representation  of 
pharmacists  on  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  NHS  Drugs  (the 
Limited  List.advisory  committee). 

The  secretary  and  registrar, 
John  Ferguson  received  a  letter 
from  the  Department  of  Health 
proposing  a  rotational  system  of 
membership  for  the  advisory 
committee,  with  about' one -third 
of  members  retiring  each  year. 
New  appointments  were  due,  and 
some  would  be  for  one  year,  some 
for  two  and  some  for  three. 

Mr  Ferguson  said  the  current 
advisory  committee  included  only 
one  practising  pharmacist,  and  the 
officers  felt  that,  as  there  ought  to 
be  a  practising  community 
pharmacist  at  every  meeting,  a 
second  practising  pharmacist 
should  be  appointed  in  case  one 
was  unable  to  attend. 

David  Allen  suggested  that  the 
Council  should  push  for  equal 
representation  with  general 
medical  practitioners  (of  whom 
there  were  currently  four  on  the 
committee).  GPs  had  no  more 
expertise  than  pharmacists,  who 
were  at  the  sharp  end  and  had  a  lot 
of  expertise  to  offer. 

Professor  Arnold  Beckett  said 
that  pharmacy  should  add  some 
scientific  weight  in  the  field  of 
clinical  pharmacy  or 
pharmacology.  After  further 
debate,  the  vice-president,  Linda 
Stone,  said  it  appeared  that  what 
was  wanted  was  a  second 
practising  pharmacist  and  a 
practising  senior  clinical 
pharmacist.  Council  agreed  to 
write  to  the  Department. 
Meeting  on  NHS  Bill  Council  agreed  to 
make  comments  to  the 
Department  of  Health  on  the  NHS 
and  Community  Care  Bill  and  to 
seek  a  meeting  with  Departmental 
officials  to  explore  the 
Government's  intention  on  the 
broader  aspects  of  the  Bill. 

Sections  of  the  Bill  were 
considered  in  detail  by  the 
Practice  Committee,  which  gave 
particular  attention  to  the  removal 
of  crown  immunity  from  hospitals 
and  the  changes  in  the  regulation 
of  the  provision  of  pharmaceutical 
services  in  rural  areas. 

A  meeting  has  also  been 
arranged  with  the  Society's 
Parliamentary  advisers  so  that  the 
progress  of  the  Bill  could  be 
mentioned  to  ensure  that 
representations  were  made, 
ifeterinary  list  queried  Council  agreed 
to  ask  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
to  revise  a  proposed  list  of 
additions  to  the  veterinary 


prescription  only  medicines  list, 
eradicating  errors  in  the  proposals 
and  explaining  the  proposed 
changes. 

The  proposals,  contained  in  a 
consultation  document,  were 
considered  by  the  Legislation 
Committee,  which  noted  that  the 
list  of  proposed  new  POMs  did 
not,  as  was  normal,  give  reasons 
for  the  changes.  The  list  had  a 
number  of  apparent  errors  and 
discrepancies.  It  contained  one 
substance  apparently  included  in 
error    (ivermectin),  some 


substances  which  were  POMs 
already,  some  which  were  also 
listed  in  the  PML  Order  (including 
sodium  arsanilate, 
sulphaquinoxaline  and  tiamulin) 
and  one  which  was  already 
encompassed  by  POM  legislation 
because  it  was  a  Controlled  Drug 
(quinalbarbitone) . 
Records  for  homes  Council  agreed  to 
commend  to  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Association  the 
production  of  a  standardised 
record  form  for  use  by 
pharmacists  providing

The 
community  pharmacy 
subcommittee  was  convinced  of 
the  urgent  need  to  provide 
appropriate  guidance  and  felt  that 
residential  homes  for  the  elderly 
created  the  greatest  demand. 
Labelling  problem  Council  agreed  to 
approach  the  medical  profession 
about  a  labelling  problem  caused 
by  the  way  in  which  some  medical 
practices  were  using  a  particular 
practice  computer  system.  Some 
doctors  were  using  the  system  to 
convert  all  their  prescribing  into 
generic  form.  While  this  could  be 
desirable,  it  appeared  to  be 
unnecessary  when  the  product 
was  available  only  in  a  proprietary 
form.  In  some  cases  the  generic 
description  was  too  long  to  be 
contained  on  a  dispensing  label, 
making  it  difficult  for  pharmacists 
to  comply  with  the  labelling 
convention  set  out  in  the  British 
National  Formulary.  The  supplier 
had  told  the  Society  it  had  not 
intended  doctors  to  use  the  facility 
in  that  way  and  was  not  prepared 
to  amend  the  system. 

Council  agreed  that  an 
approach  should  be  made  to  the 
Royal  College  of  General 
Practitioners,  the  British  Medical 
Association  and  the  primary  health 
care  team  of  the  British  Computer 
Society.  A  further  approach  to  the 
computer  system  supplier  would 
then  be  considered. 
Return  unwanted  medicines  Council 
agreed  to  approach  the 
manufacturers  of  dispensing  bags 
suggesting  they  should  refer  to 
the  importance  of  returning 
unwanted  medicines  to 
pharmacies  for  destruction. 
Freedom  of  information  Council 
agreed  to  write  to  the  Campaign 
for  Freedom  of  Information 
offering  general  support  for  its 
aims  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
pharmacy.  The  campaign  is 
seeking  to  establish  a  right  of 
access  by  individuals  to  their  own 
health  records. 

Repeat  scripts  "stuffer"  The  Ethics 
C^ommittee  agreed  to  consider 
drafting  an  information  leaflet  on 
repeat  prescriptions  for 
pharmacists  to  put  in  prescription 
bags.  The  decision  arose  from  a 
proposal  passed  on  by  the  NPA  on 
behalf  of  a  member  who  wished  to 
produce  a  "bag  stuffer" 
advertising  a  repeat  prescription 
collection  and  delivery  service. 
Council  agreed  not  to  object  to  the 
proposal,  and  that  the  wording  of 
the  leaflet  could  be  the  basis  for 
general  guidance  to  pharmacists. 
Community  option  Council 
commended  the  Chelsea 
department  of  pharmacy,  Kings 
CoOege,  University  of  London,  on 
its  introduction  of  a  community 
pharmacy  option  into  the  final  year 
of  its  BPharm  degree.

UBR  cuts  to 
allow  for 
inflation 

Businesses  hoping  to  benefit  from 
reductions  in  rates,  following  the 
introduction  of  the  Unified 
Business  Rate,  are  to  further 
benefit  from  a  half  per  cent 
increase  in  the  limits  and  the 
decision  to  take  the  rate  of 
inflation  into  account,  before  the 
discount  is  calculated. 

Previously  inflation  was  said  to 
be  likely  to  wipe  out  any  rebate 
the  business  might  hope  for  under 
this  scheme,  which  sets  out  to 
balance  those  that  face  increases 
in  rates  with  those  —  especially  in 
the  North  and  the  Midlands  —  that 
hope  to  see  a  reduction. 

The  new  reduction  limits  are 
now  IOV2  per  cent  for  large 
businesses  and  I5V2  per  cent  for 
smaller  business  rate  payers,  and 
this  is  to  be  increased  to  13  and  18 
percent,  respectively,  for  1991-2.

Trading  tough 
says  CBI 

"Retailers  continued  to  report 
tough  trading  conditions  in 
November,"  according  to  the 
Confederation     of  British 
Industry's  director  of  economic 
affairs,  Dr  Andrew  Sentance. 

Introducing  the  latest  CBI/FT 
survey  last  week,  he  said  that 
sales  growth  remained  depressed 
with  retailers  and  wholesalers 
anticipating  a  deterioration  in 
business  over  the  coming  three 
months  for  the  first  time  since  the 
survey  began.  Wholesalers 
reported  placing  lower  orders  and 
a  further  build-up  in  stocks. 

Employment  in  distributive 
trades  was  marginally  up  on 
August,    with  wholesaling 
providing  more  full-time  jobs  and 
retailing  more  part-time. 
□  Chemists'  sales  continued  to 
show  steady  growth  of  10  per  cent 
over  each  of  the  last  three 
months,  according  to  figures  from 
the  Central  Statistical  Office, 
which  exclude  NHS  receipts. 

Booksellers  and  stationers, 
jewellers,  food  retailers  lead  the 
way,  but  the  average  retail  sales 
value  for  all  retailers  showed  only 
6  per  cent  growth  in  October. 

However  provisional  figures 
indicate  that  retail  sales  in 
November  fell  by  0.8  per  cent 
giving  a  year  on  year  growth  of  5 
per  cent,  its  lowest  level  since 
January.

Glaxo 
research  plan 
revised 

Glaxo  still  intend  to  spend  £500m 
on  a  research  centre  at  Stevenage 
despite  escalating  costs  which 
have  forced  a  revision  of  plans  and 
a  cut  of  500  in  the  proposed 
workforce  to  1,500. 

Contrary  to  some  Press 
reports,  a  Glaxo  spokesman 
denied  that  the  number  of  facilities 
was  to  be  cut.  It  was  more  of  a 
matter  of  looking  at  what  was  now 
required  and  tailoring 
requirements  to  the  agreed 
budget. 

The  first  phase  of  the  research 
complex,  which  brings  together 
work  done  at  Ware  and 
Greenford,  should  be  completed 
during  1993.  The  company  says 
that  eventually  the  70-acre  site  at 
Stevenage  will  become  a  focus  for 
their  worldwide  research. 
□  A  Glaxo  spokesman  told  C&D 
that  the  company  is  very  confident 
that  it  can  maintain  its  growth  rate 
with  nine  drugs  in  stages  of  full 
development  and  a  further  16  at 
the  exploratory  stage. 

A  report  from  Shearson 
Lehman  Hutton  Securities  says 
Glaxo  must  launch  new  products 
to  fill  the  earnings  void.

MTHECfTY 

The  health  and  household  sector  has  had  an  interesting  year 
and  is  closing  the  decade  on  a  high  note.  Shares  in  drug 
companies  have  outperformed  the  market  by  about  17  per  cent 
in  1989,  thanks  to  bid  activity  in  the  second  quarter  and 
economic  worries.  As  the  year  draws  to  a  close  increasing 
attention  has  focussed  on  the  sector's  defensive  qualities  in  a 
downturn.  As  a  result  investors  have  been  building  up  their 
positions  in  health  care  companies  as  the  outlook  becomes 
more  gloomy  for  other  parts  of  UK  industry. 

Much  attention  has  centred  recently  on  third  quarter 
results  from  Smith  &  Nephew  and  SmithKline  Beecham. 
Figures  from  S&N  were  at  the  bottom  of  analysts' 
expectations  and  a  cautionary  statement  by  the  company  about 
its  prospects  has  led  the  City '  'scribblers"  to  downgrade  profit 
forecasts  for  1989  and  1990. 

SmithKline  were  in  line  with  analysts'  forecasts  and  the 
market  is  going  for  £720m  for  the  year.  About  a  week  ago  the 
group  held  a  major  investment  seminar  and  flew  over  a  band  of 
US  analysts  and  fund  managers.  However,  there  was  little 
news  about  its  long  awaited  disposal  of  the  cosmetic  division. 

The  latest  rumours  are  that  the  business  is  likely  to  be  sold 
to  the  management,  but  overall,  SmithKline  is  now  not 
expected  to  generate  more  than  about  $lbn  from  its  disposals 
—  much  lower  than  previous  estimates. 

Glaxo  also  held  a  presentation.  The  major  theme  of  this 
meeting  with  the  Society  of  Investment  Analysts  turned  out  to 
be  the  1990s.  The  company  told  analysts  that  the  decade  will  be 
tougher  for  the  industry  because  of  increasing  competition  and 
escalating  R&D  costs,  and  keener  cost  control  by  the  NHS. 
Although  there  have  been  vague  rumours  that  US  wholesalers 
have  trimmed  Zantac  stocks,  Glaxo  say  the  drug  continues  to 
outstrip  market  growth  significantly. 

Wellcome 's  shares  have  again  fluctuated  because  of 
worries  about  Retrovir,  but  it  is  suggested  that  the  anti-AIDS 
treatment  could  be  made  available  to  more  US  patients 
following  a  discussion  to  be  held  in  late  January  by  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Administration  on  the  entire  anti- viral  field. 


Chemist  wholesalers  &  multiple  retailers' 
financial  survey.  Covering  over  450 
quoted  and  unquoted  companies, 
the  latest  survey,  published  by 
ICC,  indicates  that  over  24  per 
cent  showed  an  increase  in 
turnover  and  profit.

A  grisly  outlook  for  New  Year 


With  inflation  set  to  rise  again 
before  Christmas,  and  likely  to  be 
stoked  by  the  recent  decline  in 
sterling's  value,  there  is  evidence 
that  retail  sales  have  slowed 
considerably,  and  signs  that 
import  growth  may  be  slowing. 

In  the  opinion  of  stockbrokers 
UBS  Phillips  &  Drew,  the  short 
term  outlook  ranges  from  grim  to 
grisly.  But  they  think  that  a  sharp 
slowdown  in  1990,  with  large- 
scale  destocking,  could  prove 
"mercifully  short' ' ,  to  be  followed 
by  recovery  in  1991  as  pay, 
inflation  and  balance  of  payments 
constraints  ease. 

Retail  sales  in  October  fell  0 . 7 
per  cent  below  the  September 
level  in  volume  —  the  largest 


monthly  drop  since  June.  Detailed 
figures  for  the  volume  of  sales  in 
the  period  July  to  September 
show  a  fall  of  0.5  per  cent 
compared  with  the  previous  three 
months,  but  a  gain  of  1.25  per  cent 
on  the  same  time  in  1988. 

Retail  sales  value  during  the 
first  nine  months  of  1989  was  up 
7.5  per  cent  on  the  similar  period 
in  1988.  Sales  by  retail  chemists 
excluding  NHS  work,  eased  in 
value  by  some  5  per  cent  between 
August  and  September,  to  a  level 
11  per  cent  up  on  September 
1988.  In  August  the  year-on-year 
increase  was  7  per  cent. 

The  latest  official  retail  sales 
figures  confirm  the  findings  of  a 
gloomy     survey     by  the

All  retail  business 
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Confederation  of  British  Industry 
which  foreshadowed  an  even 
more  depressed  state  of  trade  in 
November.  Commenting  on  the 
results,  Mr  Nigel  Whittaker, 
chairman- of  the  CBI  distributive 
trades  survey  panel,  said  that 
chemists  were  among  those 
selling  the  more  essential, 
relatively  inexpensive  items  which 
secured  the  best  sales  increases  in 
October. 

On  stock  levels,  provisional 
estimates  by  the  Central 
Statistical  Office  for  the  third 
quarter  of  1989  show  that 
stockbuilding  by  retailers  fell 
sharply  in  reaction  to  slowing 
demand. 

The  annual  rate  of  inflation  for 
chemists'  goods  rose  by  7.8  per 
cent  in  October,  while  inflation 
overall  was  up  by  7.3  per  cent.  At 
the  wholesale  level, 
pharmaceutical  product  prices 
were  3.1  per  cent  higher  in 
October  than  a  year  before.  The 
price  of  toilet  preparations  rose  by 
7  per  cent  at  the  annual  rate,  while 
those  specially  for  men  saw  a 
more  modest  2.2  per  cent 


increase.  For  manufacturing  as  a 
whole,  factory  gate  prices  rose  by 
0.4  per  cent  in  October  to  stand 
4.9  per  cent  higher  than  a  year 
earlier,  following  the  trend  of 
recent  months.  However,  raw 
material  costs  were  6.3  per  cent 
above  a  year  ago,  the  biggest  rate 
of  increase  since  May. 

Meanwhile,  a  sharp  rise  in 
wage  costs  during  September, 
accompanied  by  a  further  large  fall 
in  unemployment  support  the 
belief  that  wage  inflation  has  yet  to 
peak. 

The  CBI  pay  databank,  which 
covers  settlements  in  the  private 
sector,  revealed  pay  awards  in 
manufacturing  at  8  per  cent  in  the 
third  quarter,  with  service  sector 
settlements  probably  running  at  9 
percent. 

On  manufacturing  output,  the 
Central  Statistical  Office's  index 
fell  an  unexpected  1 . 1  per  cent  in 
September,  compared  with  a  rise 
of  0.4  per  cent  in  August.  Output 
from  the  chemical  industries  was 
up  by  1  per  cent  between  the 
second  and  third  quarters. 

Making  the  same  comparison, 
output  of  pharmaceuticals 
increased  in  volume  by  2.9  per 
cent,  and  that  of  toiletries  eased 
by  1.9  per  cent.

The  controversy  over  Boots'  bid 
for  residential  homes  business  has 
made  life  hard  for  one  Humberside 
pharmacist. 

Cathy  Boury  was  appointed  by 
the  Hull-based  Selles  group  in 
June  as  a  part-time  community 
liaison  pharmacist,  with  the  job  of 
identifying  particular  needs  within 
the  community. 

Cathy  describes  the 
relationship  with  Selles  as  a  form 
of  sponsorship.  She  has  been 
involved  in  problem- solving  and 
providing  a  community-based 
advisory  service  to  other  health 
professionals,  residential  homes, 
and  voluntary  groups  like  Age 
Concern  and  the  Council  for  the 
Disabled. 

However,  she  says  that  her 
advice  is  available  to  other 
pharmacists  in  the  area. 

Hospital-based  community 
services  pharmacists  operate  in 
many  health  authorities  now,  but 
it  seems  Cathy  is  the  first  to  be 
appointed  by  the  community 
sector. 

She  says: '  'There  is  a  lot  to  be 
said  for  somebody  with  retail 
experience  working  with 
someone  from  the  hospital  side. 
At  the  end  of  the  day  both  of  us 
have  to  provide  a  good  service. 

She  has  not  worked  in 
isolation,  and  liaises  with  two 
district  pharmaceutical  officers 
recently  appointed  by  East  Yorks 
Health  Authority  to  handle 
community  services  work  on  a 
part  time  basis. 

Cathy  says  independent 
pharmacists  have  become  more 
concerned  about  her  own 
particular  role  as  a  result  of  the 
Boots  controversy. 

"When  I  started  going  into 
residential  homes,  I  didn't  realise 
the  problems  that  there  are,  and  it 
doesn't  matter  how  many 
solutions  you  come  up  with  if  they 
are  unworkable  as  far  as  the 
homes  are  concerned.  I  can  be 
very  unbiased."
